Trolley Conference. 


There was a meeting at the office of John 


C. Siuckcit, Esq., on lust Tuesday morning 
of a number of those interested in tlie trolley 
line between Bristol and Newtown. Those 
present were John C. Stuckert, Esq., Counsel 
for the boiougu of Hulmeville and for the 
supervisors of Bristol 
township, Harry 


Watson, Esq., of the Philadelphia bar, presi- 
dent of the Newtown, Langhorneand Bristol 
iioiloy Street Railway Co., Harvey H. 
(Jillam of Langliorne, treasurer ; and Wil- 
liam Parry, secretary. 
Hulmeville was 


represented by Mr. Shaw, who was delegated 
as a Committee of Council to represent the 
interests of that borough, supervisors Henry 
Baker and Eustacius Stackhouse, and Harry 
Himmelwright, township clerk, were present 
as representatives of Bristol township. 


After considerable discussion the outlines 


of an ordinance to be adopted by the Burgess 
and Council of Hulmeville was framed that 
was satisfactory to the representatives of 
that borough and to the officers of the trolley 
company. 


After the rights of(the use of the streets of 


Hulmeville borough were defined, the ques- 
tion as to the propriety of granting to the 
trolley company the use of the public high- 
way leading from Hulmeville, via Newport- 
ville, to Biistol came up, but by reason of 
the fact that only a few releases by the 
abutting property owners of the right of way 
along the proposed route had as yet been 
procured, further consideration of the terms 
upon which thus right of way should be 
granted by the supervisors was postponed 
until the necessary releases of the property 
owners had been procured. 


It was stated that the right of way had

Biltmore 
is surpassing. It is beautiful beyond des- 
cription, and as it will be when finished will 
be almost beyond the ability to contemplate' 
without feeling mystified and dizzy. No 
doubt when it is completed some one will 
come down here with; pen and camera and 
produce a magazine article that will in some 
little degree do justice to tlie subject. Tie 
existence of Biltmore has been published at 
more or less length a great many times, 
though I do not recall any detailed account 
of what the place will be and perhaps it will 
do no harm to make more than a passing 
allusion to it. 


In 1889 Mr. Vanderbilt purchased about 


6000 acres of land at the junction of the 
Swannanoa and French Brood livers. Much 
more has been bought since then, the quan- 
tity all told varying in report from 16,000 
to 80,000 acres, including a proposed game 
preserve some miles from Biltmore. 
The 


quantity of land, however, is not material. 
On an eminence in the midst of a rolling 
plateau, commanding an extensive view for

mansion, which has a frontage, if'I recollect 
aright, of about thre" hundred feet. It will 
be completed in about a year from now, and 
it is said will be the handsomest private res- 
idence in America, and that Biltmore as a 
whole will be-the finest and most extensive 
place in existence.

Drawing Wire. 


One of the most Interesting mechanical 


processes as now practiced is that resorted 
to for the drawing of wira Tho rod Is re- 
ceived by the wire drawer In the form of a 
ooll, tho rod being of varying section and 
the coil of a weight depending upon the 
purpose for which It Is intended. One end 
of the rod la pointed and somewhat re- 
duoed by machinery, and tho ooll receives 
a bath in mild acid to remove all oxida- 
tion, then is washed In lime water to give 
a drawing surface, and finally dried la a 
suitable oven. 
When ready for drawing, 


the pointed rod is inserted In ono of tho 
holes of a drawing plate, tbo lattor being 
generally o£ stool, though oast iron is in 
somo cases used; tho drawing holes are 
jonlcal and tho rod Is Inserted from the 
larger end, while on tho other side of tho 
plate tho pointed end Is seized by power 
pinchers aud pulled until enough has been 
drawn through to allow of its being passed 


rod Is reduced In area and much elongat- 
ed, and this without any perceptible loss 
of metal. 


Whilo passing through tbo plato It Is 


rept lubricated with what Is called wire 
Irawers' soap or greaso, aud after being 
Irawn through this first hole It IB put 
through a series of smaller holes until It 
has been brought down to tho -requisite 
size. But the compression and disturbance 
of tho structure of the rod consequent 
upon these reductions have hardened It so 
much that at certain stages It Is necessary 
to stop the process and sof ton the metal by 
annealing. It Is then again washed in 
acid, etc., and the drawing resumed,— 
New York Sun.

that any boy grown up virtuous and pure- 
minded in this oily, with the evil influences 
that surround him and the low class of 
entertainment that i§ provided for him. It 
requires eternal vigilance on the part of 
parents to keep their children free from 
temptation. If you fathers want your boys' 
destruction assured, just let them go un- 
watched.

Captain Landreth said that one-sixth of 


the mortality in city trees is chargeable to 
impure air. "Perhaps," said he' "two- 
sixths of the mortality is due to the poor 
selection of varieties, the remaining thvee- 
nixths being due to defective planting, poor 
soil preparation and ignorance in pruning, 
Almost any treo suitable to this latitude will 
flourish in rural towns and country districts, 
but the influences are not at all ao favorable 
in the city. It is safe to say that if the 
^election of varieties was judicious and the 
trees properly planted there is no reason 
why there should be any doubt about the 
results. I would recommend the system of 
tree-planting now in vogue in Boston for 
this citjl, that of planting all trees of one 
Kind in a block or an entire street. Among 


i ho varieties of trees I would recommend for 
planting on city streets are the Salisbtuin, 
magnolia acuminati, oriental buttonwood, 
horse chestnut and female ailanthus. 


"The first named is an excellent street 


tree and requires judicious pruning. The 
oriental buttonwood boa been planted as a 
street tree all over Europe, and is a huge 
success. The female ailanthus is the one to 
plant for the odor of the male plant, when 
flowering, is horrible. Unskilled cutting 
may completely ruin the health of a tree. 
The skillful pruner is an trtist. Next to 
Washington, D. C., the best system prevails 
in Boston. The forester is held responsible 
for every tree in that city.

Wednesdayn and Thursdays, beginning at 
10 o'clock Inntead of 11 as heretofore. The 
senators have managed to keep up with 
tbe house by holding one session a day 
and getting away every Thursday. Tho 
oldor members of that body say it will not 
be'neoegsory to bold more than one session 
a dny until near the close o( the term. By 
prolonging the sessions an hour each day 
tbe senators expect to clear their calendar 
of all the bills which originated in that 
body. 


The house Is expected to hold night flos- 


ilom beginning tomorrow. Tho senators 
insist that the house devote more time to 
•enttte bills. It has been the rule hereto- 
fore with the house to drop about 200 sen- 
ate bills from tbe calendar noar the close 
of the session. The senators are tired ot 
this, and demand that at least a month be 
devoted to their bills, or time enough to 
dispose ol them.

However, the 
chances are against Dempsey, and It is be- 
lieved he will be refused a pardon. 


Unless the legislature shall paps some

HE HAD A LIVELY CAREER AS AN ED- 


ITOR IN JONESBORO. 


He and Landon O. HayncB, Another Mln- 


lutvi. Were Edlton of Itlrat Kewxpapera, 
and For Two Perfectly Moral M«n Tluiy 
Managed to Keep TlilngH Well Stirred Up. 


Thoro arc runny pooplo in this town who 


remombor tho lively days when two Moth- 
odlet proachcra odltod opposition papers 
for its benefit. 
Thoeo men woro VVIlllnm 


G. Brownlow, afterward governor of tho 
state, and Landon C. Hnynos. 


Brownlow Is butter known to fotno us 


Parson Brownlow thnn by nny othor title. 
Ho had engaged In regular work 09 a win- 
fetor from IHSOto IBM and was a local 
preacher nil tho rest of Ills Ufa. Hln enrcur 
us editor nnd polltlolnn wna such that ho 
BcciiiH to IKIVO foared thnthls alorloal ohnr- 
»etor would bo lost eight of, and so In his 
autobiography bo sot dowii tho following 
facts: 


"I hnvo novor boon arraigned lu the 


nhuroh for nny imniorulity. 
I hnvo never 


played a cnrd. 
I nover was a profane 


swearer. 
I novor tnstod n drain of liquor. 


1 never hnd u cigar or u chew of tobacco 
in my mouth. 
I never was in attendance 


nt a Uiontor. 1 never courtod but ono wom- 
an, and lior I married." 


It will Iw goon that bo gives himself a 


jiretty cl«ar moral charnutor. Moruovor. it 
is douhtfuJ If any one oould bo found to 
question nny of his Dtnteiuonta unlusa it 
bo tho ono in rcgnrd to profnno swearing, 
/ind if eueh epithets as "God forsaken 
«ooundroln" nnd ''boll deserving vjljalns" 
MB not classed as profanity Brownlow 
could clen:: himself of even this accusation. 


His conteiiipornry, Hnynes, was only a 


triflo less fortunate In ministerial stand- 
ing. 
It is true that Haynes' quarterly 


conference hnd taken his license away on 
nccountof some slight Irregularity against 
him, but after it hiul investigated matters 
more fully it offered to restore tho Jloonso 
nnd would hnvo done so hnd not Haynes 
himself refused to take It. The Jonci- 
lioro people woro aware of tho good minis- 
terial standing of tho editors 
This was 


fortunate, for they cortiiinly could never 
bavo inferred it from their editorial col- 
umns. 


Brownlow, who edited The Whig, was 


ni foarless as a wildcat, about as pugna- 
cious, and a master of tho art of Invective 
nnd vituperation. Hiiynos, whooditedThe 
J)emoorat, is considered by many tho most 
eloquent man the state of Tennessee ever 
produced. 
If his editorial columns were 
--'•"r-;1" «««••«»•«.«« Miu.wi.lr.w'a t.lm aiwll 
of Ills personal magnetism was greater, so 
that the two woro pretty well matched.. 
l>'or two perfectly moral editors thoy inun- 
dgeil to keep things around tho old town 
lively. 


flayncs printed something that reflected 


on 
Brownlow's 
wife, mid 
Brownlow 


thought tljflt was carrying things too far. 
Tho next morning ho onmo clown tho si root 
vlth a big pistol in ono hand and a heavy 
\\nlking cane in tho othor. 
An bo turned 


the corner ho suddenly came fai:o to face 
ttlth Haynos. 


"Are you arraodP" asked T! o Whig cd 


Jtor. 


''No," replied Tho Democrat i mn. 
Brownlow then changed his j'intol tohis 


loft band nnd Ills C/IDO to his right, 
He 


T\as just on tho point of giving his oppo- 
nent a tremendous caning, but hn was not 
quick enough. 
While 
Brownlow was 


changing his weapons Haynes pulled a 
pistol from his own pocket and shot 
Brownlow In tho thigh. 
Brownlow fired, 


but missed his aim. Haynes had told a lib 
In denying that ho was armed, but ho had 
saved himself from a thrashing. 


Haynes was generally mild in Ills edi- 


torial utterances, and henoo was rnruly In- 
volved in 
noy difficulty 
except with 


Brownlow. The latter was as Impartial la 
bin unpleasantness as is a chestnut bur. 
and bad more personal difficulties than an 
ordinary man would know what to do 
with. 
Tho normal condition ot bia Intel- 


lectual weather was that of a tornado. 
One of his most serious affairs occurred 
while nn annual conference of his church 
was In session at Jonosboro. 
Ono night 


during tho session he invited eight or ten 
of tho visiting preachers jto take supper 
•with him. After supper, just as they were 
all getting ready to start for church, bo as- 
tonished his Diinisterial brethren by put- 
ting a largo pistol under his cloak and tak- 
ing a sword cane In his hand. 


"Why, Brother Brownlow!' exclaimed 


ono. "Can It be possible that a minister of 
the gospel needs c.uch weapons as those?" 


"No," answered Brownlow. "Tho mln- 


fstor doesn't need them, but the editor 
docs." 


As a further safeguard Brownlow in- 


structed ono of his printers, J. B. R. Lyon, 
now editor of the Greenville .Republican, 
to walk a few steps behind him. Thus 
pro looted the party sallied forth Into tho 
darkness. On tho way to church every- 
thing went well, and at the conclusion o: 
the service Mr. Lyon, who was a young 
man at that time, went homo with 
ycting lady. 
Brownlow walked arm In 


arm with tho Rev. Air. Cntlett, a well 
brown Methodist minister. 
Suddenly 


fioino one slipped up In the dark behind 
b'm and struck him on the head with a 
vr^wbar. 
The skull was fractured, and 


the partial paralysis from which ho suffer- 
ed In tho latter years of bla life was ut 
trlljiited to this cause. 


In 1844 Brownlow transferred The 


Whig from Joncsboro to Knosvlllo. Ho 
hcd been successful In working np a largo 
calculation, in getting shot once, In get- 
ting shot at on indefinite number of times 
and In raising more excitement, nil In a 
perfectly moral way, than any other ten 
men who ever lived In Jonosboro, but ho 
bad not succeeded in making money. His 
preps and household goods wore shipped 
down the river on a Cntboat, and his 
nor*es were spirited out of town by his 
printers at night In order to avoid a pos- 
sible encounter with the sheriff. His sub- 
sequent career may bo cited as illustration 
of the fact that a man may have the abili- 
ty to become governor of a great state and 
then to represent (hat state in tho United 
States senate, to got himself known in 
one-half of a groat nation as the incarna- 
tion of all that is good and the other bait 
aa the Incarnation of all tbat Is evil; that 
be may bavo the ability to do all this and 
a gnat deal more, and yot not fanve tbe 
kind of ability needed to make money by 
editing a newspaper in a little country 
town —Jonosboro (Tcun.) Cor. New York 
San.

How One of a Forty of Gold Hnntors Bo- 


came Wealthy. 


A curious bit of the gold fever times of 


1849 is recalled by tho vonernblo William 
Fogg, who is well known allovorthe state 
as an old timo banker. Mr. Fogg at tho 
time vms a dork on ono of the steam boats 


lnH out of Now Albany, for that city 


was then a groat steamboat building and 
owning center, and Indiana had tho hon- 
or of owning some of the finest vessels 
afloat 


Nw Albany had the gold fever badly, 


and it ran BO high finally that BOO men, 
mostly young, banded themselves together 
and prepared to go to the nowly found El- 
dorado. 
Thoy built thoir wagon bods in 


the shape of tightly calked skiffs so as to 
onablo them to ford any stream without 
difficulty. This occupied quito a consider- 
able wbllo, but nt last they \voro ready to 
Btirt. The boat they had chartered to take 
them to St. Joseph, Mo., was ready and 
they bade farewell. 


On tho day of their departure Now Al- 


bany, by common consent, made a grand 
holidny. Every factory, store and business 
house was closed, and cannon wore fired at 
sunrise to announce tho event. Friends and 
acquaintance** marched with the adven- 
turers to the bant, and It was more as if 
an army went to battle than anything 
else. Bnt the strange thing was, that In 
the crowd of young men thoro was au old 
man, 
named William Benton, aged 65, 


whom everybody bolievod would leave his 
bones withering upon the plains. 


A couple of years lolled around and the 


survivors who could get back or wore still 
alive began to return. Among thorn was 
Benton, and, strangely enough, ho was 
the only ono of that crowd who had 
amassed a fortune. He did it by teaming 
—Indianapolis News.
